life-savers brought their boat up to tho 
rigging Of the Bicnvenue, and rescued 
every one that remained. The poor fel- 
lows wore almost unable- to help them- 
selves.

ging five hours, while the life-savera 
sent rocket after rocket, with line at- 
tacked, to the rescue, Several rockets 
fell short, but ut length a line reached 
the vessel. Thousands were assembled 
on 
shore*. 
Their 
sympathies were 


raised by socing a woman's form among 
the shipwrecked. 


A tremendous cheer went up when it 


was seen that the line was fastened. 
The crew behaved nobly, and thu wo- 
man was the first to be senton the per- 
ilous journey to safety. Nearly half 
dead -she was hauled ashore. Then fol- 
lowed two boys, and after them the 
men, 
the captain coming last. lie was 


given an ovation. 


Two of the members of tho ITythe 


life-saving crew were drowned in tho 
accident to that boat, while attempting 
to reach tho Bio n venue early in the 
evening, others being rescued by tho 
spectators. It appears that artillery 
was also used in tho attempt to throw 
aline to that vessel. Chain shot was 
discharged from cannon at a safe 
height, a cord being attached to the 
shot, with the hope that the cord would 
bo carried over, and fall upon the 
wreck. Every cord broke. The Dover 
lifeboat, \yjhlch arrived immediately af- 
ter tho rescxie by tho Santlgate crew, 
had been brought around by a tug1 from 
Dover. 


Tho number rescued from the IMcn- 


venue is twenty-seven. The lost are 
dipt Moddill, of Liverpool, two ap- 
prentices, the steward, and a seaman. 


The sea swept as high as the mizzon 


top, 
so the struggle to hold on may be 


imagined. The Blenvcnue was bound 
from London to Sydney. 


At Dungenriess, on tho same danger- 


ous shore, five vessels were stranded, 
one a foreign ship. The Dungeiinesa 
lifeboat, in making an effort to reach 
the vessel, was overt\irnecl, and five of 
the 'Crew were drowned. Two men 
from the stranded ships lost their lives 
in trying to swim to the shore.

faili'd to carry lines to the vessel. The 
crew were in the rigging* aud the ves- 


The 
Shoreham lifeboat did not engage a 
tug for the rescue, but was drawn to 
the scene by the horses on the road, 
reaching the spot just five minutes 
after tho vessel broke into pieces. The 
spectators weie so angry at what they

crew. Meantime the shipwrecked mar- 
iners leaped into the sea, and battled 
their way to the 'shore, with the as- 
sistance of volunteers.

Meetlnff of the Fraternal ConsrreaB. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. IS.—At yester- 


day's session of the Fraternal congress 
a report was presented from the com- 
mittee on legislation, laws anil consti- 
tution, recommending the admission oi 
medical examiners to full membership 
in the congress. Its consideration was 
postponed. 


After some routine business had been 


transacted the question of the admis- 
sion of medical examiners was taken 
up, ami after some discussion it was de- 
cided to give the examiners a regular, 
standing iu tho congress. 


"Should govern men r notices be dis- 


pensed with?" was the subject of a pa- 
per rend by N. S. lioynton. Ho pro- 
tested against the discrimination of the 
post office department against the fra- 
ternal press iu the mutter of charges. 


Something of a sensation was created 


by a resolution presented by Mr. W. O. 
Kobson, providing for a committee oi 
one from every state who should en- 
gage a lawyer and who should draw 
up for the approval of the committee 8 
uniform law respecting the beneficial 
plan, which law should be presented 
to tht1 various state legislatures. 


Mr. Samuel Klotx, of Newark, N. J., 


representing the Knights of Honor, re- 
marked promptly that he would not 
pledge his order to any such plan. 
Other opposition developed, and Mr. 
Kinsley proposed a. substitute provid- 
ing that the committee on legislation 
be directed to draft a uniform bill to be 
presented to the several legislatures 
and to be considered by the next fra- 
ternal congress. 
Another Behrlaff Sea. Caao Before the 


Supreme Court. 


WASIIINOTOS, Nov. 18.—A case in- 


volving the same question as that in 
the Sayward case, as to the jurisdiction 
of this country over tho waters of Bear- 
ing sea beyond the three-mile limit, was 
argued before the United States su- 
preme court yesterday. The govern- 
ment filed in this case the brief in the 
Sayward case excepting that the name 
of tho vessel was changed. The case is 
that of the American senior Sylvia 
Handy, and came to the supreme court 
on an appeal from the district court of 
Alaska. 


Wm, G. Johnson opened the case for 


the appellant, covering the same line of 
argument as that taken in the Sayward 
case except that the matter related to 
the right of an American citizen. 


Solicitor-General Taft made n brief 


argument for the government, stating 
that the same arguments as those made 
V*y the government in the Say ward case 
would apply here. Mr. Tnft called at- 
tention to the fact that Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Calderon Carlisle, who repre- 
sented, with Mr. Choate, the British 
government in the Sayward case, were 
the attorneys in the case before the 
court. The British government, he 
said, appeared to be represented in 
both cases. Attorney-General Miller, 
for tho United States, and Calderon 
Carlisle, for tho appellant, closed the 
ease for their respective sides. 
Tabulated statement of :the Bui ln«i oi 


the Supreme Court. 


WABHISOTOX, Nov. 12.—A tabulated 


statement of the business of the su- 
preme court, and particularly of the 
United States in that court,for the past 
twelve years, has been, prepared. 
It 


shows that the largest number of gov- 
ernment cases ever disposed of at one 
term, prior to the last, was eighty-six 
in 1881; whereas, at the last term there 
were disposed of 180 governmeat cases. 
The largest number of government 
cases decided at any previous term was 
sixty-one; whereas, at the lost term 
there were decided government cases 
ninety-four. The largest number de- 
cided at any previous term in favor of 
tho government was thirty-three, in 
1884; whereas, at the last term there 
were decided ia favor of the govern- 
ment sixty-two, being just two out of 
three of all government cases decided, 
a higher ratio of decisions in favor of 
the government than in. any previous 
year, and a very much higher ratio in 
favor of the government than in any 
previous year except 1884, in which 
there were 33 cases decided in favor of 
the government and seventeen against. 
It also shows that the highest total of 
cases disposed of by the supreme court 
in any previous terra was 470, in 1884; 
whereas there were disposed of at the 
last term 8)7 cases, and of this number 
about SO per cent., almost one-third, 
were government cases. 


Gov. Buohanan bni not .Appllad for 
Federal Aid. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—-Acting Sec- 


retary of "War Grant said yesterday 
that there had been no correspondence 
between the department and the gov- 
ernor of Tennessee asking aid of the 
federal authorities in case the trouble 
with the miners in Tennessee becomes 
serious. Last summer during the trou- 
ble with the miners he had some corre- 
spondence with Gov. Buchanan which 
was submitted to the president, but no 
definite conclusion was reached. There 
appears to be a question as to whether 
the governor of Tennessee has the 
power to order out the state troops, as 
there is a proviso in the constitution of 
that styxte whioh says the governor can 
not call out troops unless authorized to 
do so by the legislature. 


The Christians at Work B»t. 


WASHINGTON, Noy IS,—The conven- 


tion, of Christians at Work ended last 
night. At the morning session L. L. 
Gibson, of Hurley, Wis., described the 
missionary work 
being carried on 


among the Wisconsin lumbermen, and 
Miss M. E' Remington told of mission 
work among the foreign population of 
New Haven. 


Invitations to hold the next conven- 


tion at Cleveland, Boston and Atlanta 
were tendered by delegates from those 
cities. The matter of final choice re- 
mains with the governing committee, 
but a vote of the delegates showed a 
strong majority in favor of Atlanta. 
Just before the afternoon session be- 
gan the delegates were received by 
President ^Harrison. 


The afternoon session was devoted to 


reading essays and to evangelical 
services for children, while at night de- 
votional exercises and closing remarks 
occupied the time.

A Gigantic scheme for Defrauding tho 


Revenue Suddenly Di«covered. 


NEW Yonic, Nov. 13.—The customs 


officials are somewhat perturbed over 
the discovery of a wholesale system of 
opium smuggling which they have sud- 
denly discovered. The drug, it is said, 
has been brought across the Canadian 
border in large amounts for some time 
past, and officials of the custom house 
are now in that country investigating 
the matter. 


At the custom house, while it was ad- 


mitted that a large amount of opium 
has been seized, the officials are very 
reticent. 
They say, 
however, that 


they will make the full details of the 
seizure known to-day. When the offi- 
cers, who are now in Canada investi- 
gating the matter, arrive, it is probable 
that wholesale arrests will be made, 
in connection with the smuggling of 
poisons, on this side of the border. Six 
at least of the men engaged in the 
-traffic are now in this city. Their ar- 
rest may take place at any moment. 
One man, said to be a C'anadian, is now 
iu custody. All information concern- 
ing him is denied 
reporters. It is 


now thought that the opium traffic has 
been started by some of the opium 
growers in India, The Indian .mer- 
chants first sent the drug to Canada 
and it lias been smuggled across the 
border into the United States. 


In addition to having agents in Can- 


ada, two or three well-educated natives 
from Bombay arrived in this city some 
three months ago. They ostensibly 
came on some other business, but tho 
rea} object of their visit is believed to 
have been the completion of an elabo- 
rate arrangement for increasing tho 
opium traffic in this country. As the 
first attempts at smuggling: proved so 
successful, it was determined to operate 
on a larger scale. The ramifications of 
the scheme are intricate and ingenious, 
but with the information alraady in tho 
hands of the treasury officials, an ef- 
fectual stop, it is believed, will be put 
to opium smuggling.
